Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment to the claims raises new issues and 
requires a new search. For example, amendment of claim 93 to recite "wherein the recombinant 
bacterial cell is" raises antecedent basis issues. Further, the amendment of claim 93 to also recite 
"wherein said microbial cell is a fungal cell" raises issues as to what type of cell is actually being 
claimed. These changes, as well as the changes in the type of chemical reaction recited, require a 
new search. In addition, the limitations of claims 122 and 125 raise new art and 1 12 issues with 
regard to support in the originally filed specification and claims. Finally, the proposed 
amendment to the specification to recite information required in order to satisfy the Biological 
Deposit requirement is improper and would not overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. 
For example, the date given for strain TNI 5 is clearly inaccurate. In addition, it is unclear which 
date is referred to by the word "same" as recited in the table. It would be remedial to amend the 
table to provide the actual date for each strain,. 

Continuation of 5: does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
applicant's arguments are directed to the claims as proposed in the amendment. Since the 
proposed amendment has not been entered, these arguments are moot.
